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OBITUARY.
Hon. Lewls Cass.

General Lewis Oass dled at his residonce in

{roit, yesterday mnrmnﬁ. This noted states-
man was born at Exeler, N, H., October 0, 1792.
The family emigrated to the Wost when Lewis
waa seventeon years of age. He acoompanied
his parents as {ar as Mariolta, where he re-
malned and commenced the study of law, In
1802 he was adnntted to the bar, snd settied ut
Zanesville, and by patient endenvor scquired n
]:rncfl:lce. His firat suocess in the political arenn

e aohieved in 1806, av & member of the Onio
Leglalatore. He at once geined distinction in
his endeavors to countersct the nefarious
schemes of Aaron Burr,  Far this gervice he was
complimented by Presiddht Jefferson, and had
also conferred upon bim the office of United
States Marshal for Ohio, The war of 1812 caused
the young legisiator to lay aside his books and
parc.-rn and assume the sword, He was chosen
colonel of the 34 Oaio Regiment. At the head ot
thia regiment Cass firet entered Michigan with
the army of Gewneral Hull. The troops were
marched into Canada, The proclamation issued
on that occasion was penned by Qolonel (nss,
und for him, too, is clstmed the hénor of bein
the first man wno, in the war of 1813, steppec
In arms vpon British goil, But misfortunes soon
befel the command of Huoll, snd on the 10th of
August, 1812, the campaign was ingloriously
on by a surrender 1o the cnemy.  Colonel
Cnss was exchanged in Janury, 1813, and com-
missioned n Colonei in the regular army, and in
the month of Mareh following he was promoted
to the runk of Eirlfnrlu'r-(louvral. He jorned
the army ol General Harrison in July, took an
aotive share m the pursait of Proctor, and
shared in the victory of the Thames. He was
next placed in command of Detroit, and soon
after appointed Governor of Michigan., He
thon settled at Detroit, and Inid the foundation
ol his large private fortune by the purcnnse of
large tracts of land, then in an ngimproved con-
ditlon, Michigan, at this perioW, had no Terri-
torial Leglslature, and the business of selecting
Inws lor its government devolved on Governor
Cass and the Territorial Judees, e was hike-
wise ex-oflicio Buperintendent of Indian Affairs,
and thie for several vears remained the most
important part of his duties. In 1817 he ob-
tained, in conjunction with Governor McArthur,
a ceeslon of wost of the remnining Indian lands
within the State of Ohlo, with adjoining tracts
in Indiana and Michigan. to the extent of
4,000,000 of weres.  This cession removed tha
Indian barrier which Lnd intervened between
the settlements of Olio snd Michigan.

In 1820] he sey on foot aud bore a conspictious
part in uu exploring expedition to (he northern
ghore of Lake Superior and the Upper Missis.
sippl. In 1826, in conjuncnon with Governor
Clark, of Mississippi, he attended a  grand
council nat Prarie du Chien, of the trives of the
Northwest, and endeavorsd to conoilinte the
Indians then enenged lo flerer ware ameng
themselves, In 1828 he mude two treaties, by
which many millions ot seres were coded to the
Unhted States. He recigned the oflice of Gov.
ernor In 1881, heving concluded nincteen trea-
fies with the Indians, by which bad been ac
qured teratory equal o onestourth the area of
Ohlo, Iodmaun, lltinols, Michizan, and Wiscousin,
In 1881 President Juck<on appointed the exe
Governor ol Michigan his Sceretary of War, Ia
1836 Becretury Cuss lnid down the war portfolio
and beeane the Mmstor to  the Court of
France. During his residence abroad he
mnoe an  extended tour, visiting the
Nile and Jerusnlem, The most remarkable in-
cident ot his diplomatic eaveer was his sitoek
on the guintupie trenty for the suppression of
the slave trade.  In 1845 he entered the Nutional
Councils a8 Senmor from Michizan, and soon
made himsell’ famous by the stand he took on
the Oregon boundary question, insisting upon
the then popular claim of 51 degrees 40 minutes,
or fghr. 1In 1845 he wee nominated by the De-
mocratic party as thewr eaadidate for the Presi-
dency: he was defeated for chat office by General
Taylcr., On his nomation, General Cass re.
signed his geat In the Senate, but was re-elected
in 1849 to gerve the two years yet remaining
of his orizinal term. He was again elected for
a lerm of six yearsin 1851, In March, 1857, he
was appoiuted Scceretary ol State by President
Bucbhapan—the iast public oflice held by the
distinguished lecensed, In tie secession trou-
bles ot 1661, during the vacitlating policy of Mr.
Buchanau, Sceretary Cuss resienea, and entercd
on the rétirement be hoad  well carned,
Younger men tock his place, nnd for the past
five years the venerable statesmnn has been res
giding in  pence, on his amgle estales in Aehi-
gan. A bographer of Cnss remarks that his
most characteristic trait “‘wias an aversion to
evervibing that savored of British. He cer-
tainfy did muclh to build up the glovious repub-
lic with which bis name and fame will be for-
ever honoravly associnted,

Colonel William Winston Seaton.

Colonel W. W, Seaton, for & long term of yeurs
known u the firm of Gales & Svalon, 88 one ot
the editors nud publisher: of the National Intel-
{igenoer, ol Wushington, died in Wasbhwgion on
the luth of cancer, He was about elghty-one
vears ol aee, aud had been afllicted with the dis-
ease to which he succuambed for & few months
only. Cotonel Beaton was born in Kinge Wil-
liam county, Va., in June, 1785, from & tather
who belonged Hneally to the Beoteh Seatons com-
memorated by Seott. and who wos exiled to
Virginia in 1600, His mother was a cousin
of Palrick Henry, Heu was himsell educuted by
the Earl ol Finlater, In 1503 he was un us-
gistant editor of n Eichmond paper, and an
earnest polltician, He was connected with
journals in Halitax end Ralelgh, North Caro-

lina, While attuched to the Raleigh Regis
ter he married a daughter of Colouel Gaies,

and in 1812 tounded the National [aleltigencer al
Washington, with his brother-inlaw, " In 1860
Mr. Seaton took the entire charge of this im-
portant publication, and retained 1t uatil a late
day, Mr. SBeaton was chosen Mayor of Washing-
ton from 1840 1o 1662, withoot interruption,
The reputation which Colone] Seaton leaves be-
hind him, like that o Mr, Gales, s highty (lut-
tering., He was 4 more solid than brilliant mag,
and had an excellent judgnient, He possesssed
# very lurge sequainiance among the lealiong
men of all purties, and was persoually respected
by all. He wus & gentieman of the old school,
and his position in wueicipnl and local aftuirs
will cause his demige to be serioasly lelt over the
whole counptry,

Hon. Jomes Humphrey.

Hon, James Humphrey, M. O, from Brookiyn,
N, Y., died in the latter cliy on Friday nigat,
He representod the Third Congresaional District
ol New York, and recentiy returned irom Wash.
ington on private business, He has been eigk
for some time, thongh not seripusly or danger-
ously unweil. Tlo was tiken sick while going
from New York to Washington, and was com-
pelled tostop st Wilmington, He left thee
for home, where he wane nitended by many
friends, and his illness wes not congidered dan-
gerous. He grew weaker pradoally until his
death. Mr. Homphrey was born m Fairfield,
Connecticut, in 1811, sod was the son of Rev,
Herman Humphrey, President of Amberst Col-
lege belore President Hitcheock. In 1838 he
wue u cluizen of Broakiyn and a member of the
bar. He was an Alderman o 1848-0, « In 1»68
ne ran jor Congress, and was elocted by a plu-
rality over his Democratie competitor,  He was
deleated by Mr. Odell in 1862, In 1864 he was
eloeted agaln, md was considered un admirabie
and hard-working representative, He wns a
member of Rev, Dr. Storr's Church—Choreh ot
the Pllerime—in Brooklyn.
